Death of Hon. Malcolm Caiueron. 

After a lingering illness, during which 
hia death was momentarily expected, Hon. 
Malcolm Cameron suocumbed yesterday 
ut hi? residence in Ottawa. For a year 
and more deceased had been in ill health 
and but little able to attend to hia public 
dutie.i, although ho was at his post in tho 
House last- sesuion. 

Mr. Cameron was born in Three Rivers 
in 1808 of Scotch parents, and wl^en very 
young accompanied them to the Ottawa 
district, with which bo has been more or 
loss identified over since. Ho was ontiro- 
ly a self made man. Ilowas message boy 
in a store; clerk; book-keeper, and man- 
ager. When ho was twenty years old, ho 
went to Scotland and there married his 
oouain, a Miss McGregor, of (^laagov. 
Ho was then fairly started in business for 
liimsnlf. In 1830 lu was returned toPar- 
liiimiMit for L[\iuirk, in opposition to Sir 
b\ ii. Head's Government, and took a 
very active part in public afl'airs up to 
tho time of tho Union of Upper and Low- 
er Canada. Ho was a member of tho La- 
fontaine-Baldwin Administration from 
1848 to 1850, and of the Hincks-AIonn 
Government from 1851 to 1854. In the 
last-named year, he was a delegate to 
Washington on behalf of certain Western 
mercantile iotarosts, and aided tho Gov- 
ernment delegate in tho promotion of Ko- 
oiprocity. lu 18(52 ]i(> was appointed 

J ;,, a delegate by tho people of British Co- 
liinibiatO proceed to England to socura 
sel(7gOTern^ent for that colony. Ho 
sought iben and snb8e(j[^9l>4y,ibe posi* 
tion of Lieut.-Qovernbr of British Co- 
lumbia, but was iiDBUccessful on both 
occasions. lie delivorod a very efifectivo 
speech at tlie Detroit Convention in 18G1. 
He was returned to the Commoua for 
South Ontario in the general election in 
January, 1874. Mr. Cameron described 
. himaelf in Morgan as *'an odvaQoed Lib- 
eral. Being ono of those who are novor 
nfriiid to oxproHS thoir opinion, so that 
OTOryono may know what they will do, he 
has nu hoHiiution in saying that ho ia a 
pronounced fnond to lndei)ondonco, not

Cincinnati, O., Juno 1. — A dospatch 
from Lincoln, Neb., gives particulars of 
tbo massacre by Iiidiana of a large portjon 
of Captain Stone's company of Oinoinnat- 
iana en route for the Black Hills. Part of 
tho expedition was passing through tho 
Sand Hills about fifty miles from tho Ecd 
Cloud agency. The day was warm and 
the men had deposited thoir weapons in 
the wagons and were straggling wearily 
behind, when the Indians rushed down 
a^' out them off "^rom the train; A mas- 
sacre followed with but little resistance, 
the Indians numbering several hundred. 
The leaders of tho iiarty, Caiitnin Stono 
and James Wood, were among the first to 
fall. Tho namesof tho others killed wero 
as far as ascertained — Armstrong, KoUy, 
Hudleston, Weist, Walinsky, Barr, Lab- 
ay toax. Beaver, Wunok, • Oldwage, SJiat- 
tongor, Latts, Krnnoh, Mozante, Eaddle, 
McKeag, Leaner, and two drivers. 

Tho iioaror of tlio report declares tbot 
not a single ono of tho party of 49 men es- 
caped. Several of tho bodies scalped and 
mutilated wore taken into North Ijoop 
Fort. It ia stated that nearly all the In- 
dians have left the agencies and are on 
the war path.

Tlioy s;iy tho three 
Indians wore shot mid thi' white man nhot 
and ^'iished across tho bowels. 'L'liey 
cJuini to have soon the bodies lying on 
tho .shore. Tho ronson given for tho mur- 
ders is that tho whites are iu tho habit of 
shooting seals instead of using tho bow 
and arrow or spear, and that tho v hito 
mode ortaking the animal f rigbtons the 
survivors away. Tho Local Government 
await .the , arrival of Dug. Warren's 
schooner, now duo here, before taking 
fiction. 

Weather ami Floods Up-Couutry. 

YAiiE, Juno 15. — The weather Qnring 
the past tw.o days has been very warm. 
The river fell two feet since jjresterdny 
morning and is now nt n standstill. Stage 
driver reports five feet of water over the 
road at tlio ill-milo pout.

Beports from Soda 
Creek and Spence's bridge this morning 
represent Praser and Thompson rivers 
again rising.

THE BROTHEL NUISANCE. 

STINQINa BEBCKE TO A r,IOENTIOUS PRESS ! 

Pbiday, Juno 10, 187C. 

ATTEMPTED BUIOIDE. 

•Toe, an Indian, a notorious thief and a 
prisoner in the city jail, now undergoing 
a term of G months' imprisonment as a 
vagrant, was obarged with attempting to 
commit suicide by catting bis throat on 
tho 9th inat. 

Philip Woolacott, sworn, deposed 
that he was on duty on the morning of tho 
9th iust when ho hoard one of tho prison- 
ers crying out. He went to soo what was 
tho matter and iu one of the cells found 
tho prisoner lying on his back with a cut 
uhout an inch long on tho side of his 
throat. A knife (produced and being a 
portion of the blade of a pooket knife at- 
tached to a small piece of wood with 
string) was found lying by his side. He 
(tho witness) sent for medical aid. Tho 
prisoner was speechless, but there was 
very little blood on his throat and uono 
on the lloor near him. 

The prisoner here said he had beou in 
Victoria a long time and that for ^ years 
ho had passed most of his days in jail. 
Ho was tired of incarceration and had ro- 
solvud to cut his throat. 

J. S. Helmcken, M. R. C. S., swotn — 
Deposed that ho was called to attend tho 
prisoner, who had a small flesh wound on 
his throat. Tho prisoner thought ho was 
dead, and it was a long time before he 
(witness) could convinoa him to the con- 
trary. (Laughter.) In t welve hours how- 
ever ho camo to his senses. Tho knife pro- 
d\R'ed, if seientitieuUy used, would take 
ife, but ho did not think the prisoner 
could have cut his own throat with it bo 
as to cause death. 

The prisoner then being duly caution- 
ed stated that he wanted to go homo to 
his country and was tired of jail life. 

His Honor said the oaae was one for a 
jury. .... 

The prisoner '^a^ fully committed for 
trial at the next assizes. 

BROTHELS. 

Charles Lunday was charged with sup- 
plying intoxicating liquor to Indians and 
with being in possession of a concoaleil 
dangerous weapon. 

Ollicors Hart and liloomfield testified 
that on Thursday night the prisoner was 
found in an Indian shanty ou Comornut 
street. Ho was sitting on a bod and un- 
der the pillow a bottle of giu was found. 
Thoro was one klootchman iu tho room at 
the timo prisoner was arrested. 

Mary, a klootchman, and Susan, lior 
daughter, depo.sed that in tho middle of 
the day the prisoner hud been to their 
house and promised to return in tho eve- 
ning with a bottle of gin. Ho did re- 
turn about 11 o'clock and after entering 
tho house placed tho liquor under tho pil- 
low. 

Sorgt. Bloomtield also deposed that 
when tho prisoner was searched a long 
dagger (produced) was found in his broust 
pocket. 

The prisoner pleaded innocence on both 
charges. He said that when in the libuse 
in tho middle of the day he had loft the 

sheath of his dagger under tho pillow of 
tho bod and that ho returned at night to 
got it. Ho did not take any liquor into 
tho house; was a steady hand on board 
the steamer North Pacific but had been ou 
a spree for a day or two. He had the dag- 
ger about bim with the ioteotion of get- 
ting a new sheath for it. 

Ilia Honor said that ho did not beliovo 
prisoner's story. A klootohmau's house 
was not tho proijer phico to get a new 
sheath for a dagger, especially at 11 o'clock 
at night. He wished every one in Court, 
especially the members of Uie polioe force, 
to pay attention to the remarks he was 
about to make. A good deal had lately 
been said about brothels both by tho proas 
and elsewhere. Ono of tho papers— The 
Colonist — ho was glad to say had taken 
up tho (luestiou manfully and properly. 
Another paper ho regretted to seo had 
thought lit to publish a letter which the 
proprietor ought to have been ashamed to 
print. (Ai)plause.) The letter he alluded 
to was notliing more nor less than an en- 
couragement to the youth of tho city to 
carry on vile practices. In this town 
tliore were houses of ill fame ooupied by 
wtuto, Chinese and Indian prostitutes, 
and in no city in any part of the world 
was tho nefarious tn^o carried on in 
such an open manner as here. The case 
tho Court had just hoard was ono in which 
both tho mother aud tho daughter could 
be seuteneed under tho Vagrancy Act to 
.six months' hard laljor each, as it was 
fvideiit they wero common prostitutes. 
It was the duty of tlie police to keep a 
close eye on these houses of ill fame, and 
ho would tell them, if they did not know 
it, that they had a perfect right to arrest 
any wan who was a fre(|uontor of or any 
])orHon residing in ono of thoso places and 
that under tlie Vagrancy Act tho i)erson 
arr(!Ste'd was liable to six months' hard la- 
bor. Ho hoped the police would be en- 
ergetic and make an efilort to stay the 
progress of this evil. Tho sentence of the 
prisoner Lurulaj' would be throo months' 
liard labor and a tiiio of 850 (with an ad- 
ditional month in caso of non-payment) 
for supplying intoxicating li(iuor to In- 
dians; and for carrying a concealed wea- 
pon ho would sentence him to pay a lino 
ofjSlOorin default 16 days' imprison- 
ment. 

Tho prisoner demurred at tho severity 
of tho Hontonco; but his Honor informed 
him that ho was punishable by tho law 
for being in un Indian houso where there 
was whiskey, oven if ho -tho ijrisoner — 
had not taken it there himself. 

In a caso of assault between two Ohina- 
mon tlio defendant was- fined $10 or 14 
diiys' imprisonment. 

Three drunks and disorderlies were 
tlned $1.25 each or 6 hours, and a case of 
neglecting to abate a nuisance was lul- 
jonrned. 

The Court thon rose.

Jonniogs' party aro working 5 miles up 
Salmon lUvor which omi^ties into Dean 
Canal. They have passed through tho 
canyon which extoutls for a distance of 
about 1000 yards. Tho lirst portion of tho 
survey lay on tho North bank of tho river 
which was crossed three miles up; the 
party are now working on the South bank. 
All well.

LoKDON, May 23. — In the House of 
Commons, ou tho disoussion of tho Mer- 
chant Sliiiiping Bill, Mr. Jeukins, mem- 
ber for Dundee, asked tho Government 
whether thoy had received representa- 
tions from Camilla in reforonoo to tho 
clause riMjiiiring Canadian shii)piug to bo 
excluded from tho oijoratiou of tho Bill. 
Tho Right Hon. Sir S. H. Nortlicoto, 
Chancelldr of tbe Exchequer, replied that 
the Canadian representatives in England 
had assented to tho Bill, and that it ivas 
undesirable that a distinction should bo 
mado botwoou tho Canadian and tho Brit- 
ish Hags, Canadian shipping, ho said, 
would bo subjected to no inconvonionco.

It is stated that Fish, tho notorious 
Blackburn murderer, is of Italian origin, 
and that he is a descendont of J. Marco 
Fiosolii, who in 1836 attempted to take the 
Ufa of Louis.EhiUppa of Franpe^ and af- 
terwards made his escape to London, 
M-hero he assisted iu carrying out other 
murders schemes. Fieachi's daughter 
married one of those men somo years after, 
named Orsini, who subsequently left her. 
In London she worked as a seamstress, 
and afterwards came to Lanoashire, taking 
np bpr^residence.at .X>arwin'j.,hThere she 
bad a son, and sKortiy afterwardd died. 
The child was taken to Blackburn Work- 
house, ond kept thoro in the name of Fish, 
his mother's name having been turned in- 
to Fish, until he was taken out by; Brain- 
hall, tho barber, with whom be Was an 
ttiiprentice for somo years. 

An Irish labourer, named William 
Carey, has been arrested by tho police at 
Wolverhampton on a charge of murder- 
ing two of his children. "The iiriaouer is 
the father of a largo family of children, 
but lately somo of the moib recently born 
have mysteriously disappeared. On May 
7 the police were called in to iinell a dis- 
turbance between Clary and his wife, when 
in couseiiueiico of a statemont made by 
the woman, they were induced to spar -h 
the house. Thoy then foui|^.?two -skulls 
and a number of bones, wllicli have been 
identitied as those of two infant children. 
Tho bones wero found behind a cupboard. 

The English papers just received aro 
full of the Bravo mystery— the caso of the 
young barrister who died under eircuni- 
at^ljce? which lod to a ('orouor'a inquo.st 
.lUiid.t^e discovery that tho death had been 
cans'ed by antimony i)oisoiiing. No ver- 
dict was arrived at by the t/'oroner's jury, 
and the investigation -.vas somehow or 
other brought to a summary close. The 
iiewspipors took the matter up, and the 
result of tho agitation was, up to tho date 
of the last English mail, that a i petition 
had been sent to the Hoine Secretary ro 
questing him to order an investigation dn 
novo. Tho proposal to intorforo with tho 
timo-honourod otlico of Coron(»r was of so 
unusual a nature as to cause nnu'li doubt 
of its legality and iiuestioniiig of its lulvisa- 
bility. However, the investigation was 
ordered to bo set on foot. We learn from 
a cable dispatch that a soarohing oncpiiry 
into the facts elicited no now evidence of 
iniportanco, but rather tended to prove 
that I\Ir. Bravo coiuuiitod suicide. His 
wife stated that he had said, "I have taken 
poison," while sutl'oring from the attack 
from which he died ; but this ho denied 
when questioned by tho attending physi- 
oians, saying he had taken nothing but 
opium for neuralgia of the lower jaw. It 
is not expected thiit any ono will bo charg- 
ed with causing his death. Thus, probab- 
ly, ends a caso which at first promised to 
be the mystery of the season. 

Lieutonant-Colonol Thomson, Mayor of 
Liverpool, died on May l!!lh from broii- 
chitia. Tho Mayor was in London a few 
days before, as ono of a cominitteo from 
Liverpool that waited upon tho Council
